UNITED NATIONS (Reuter). — 
France and Britain yesterday tabled 
a Security Council resolution 


‘demning “the repeated military acts 


conducted hy Israel against Lebanon” 
and warning of “further and more 
effective steps or measures” in the 
event of a repetition. 

The Council, which for the past 
week hag heen debating a complaint 
by Lebanon following Israel Army 
commando raids against targets in 
Beirut, is expected to be sum- 
moned back into session today to 
act on the resolution. 

Observers noted that the draft, 
aimed at avoiding a possible U.S. 
'veto, did not call on states to refrain 
from providing Israel with any assis- 
tance which could facilitate further 
such incursions.

WASHINGTON (Reuter). — Pres- 
ident Nixon yesterday assured 
American Jewish leaders the So- 
viet Union had suspended and 
would not reimpose its controver-

Court-martial of 
anti-war doctor 
voided on appeal 


PHILADELPHIA (AP). The 
U.S. Court of Appeals has over- 
tumed the 1967 court-martial of 
Howard Levy, a U.S. Army doctor 
who refused to give medical train- 
ing to combat troops on their way 
to Vietnam. . 

Levy, 35, then an Army captain 
stationed at Fort Jackson, South 
Carolina, was sentenced to three 
yeara at hard labour and dismissed 
from the service. After two years, 
in prison, he was released on bail 
pending appeals in civilian courts. 
As one of the first cases of pro- 
test within the military against the 
Vietnam war, Dr. Levy's stand and 
subsequent court-martial attracted 
widespread publicity.

That Britain is again 
‘involved in an anti-Israel resolution at the 
current session of the Security Council is 
merely a logical development of this attitude. 


Months ago, Foreign Office officials told me 
that while Britain is straddling the fence be- 
tween the two sides in the Middle East dispute, 
the fence is rather high; they might have to put 
a foot down from time to -time on one alde. 
Yesterday they told me, “You know that we 
want friendly’ relations with all states." But 
they did not deny that.they may be resting one 
foot on the Arab side of the fence. 

Despite denials from both the British 
Foreign Office and the Israeli Embassy here 
that there has been any worsening of relations,

On these two points, Britain has a much 
better record than any other European state. 
We shculd note them before comforting our- 
selves by saying that the recent unfriendly 
statements just reflect Britain's biased, pro-Areab 
stance. i 

‘What has really happened is that two sover- 
eign states have rearhed differing conclusions 
about a certain situation. Both states have come 
to these conclusions after due study, and not 
because of any fiogical distaste for each 
other. 

It 1s perfectly possible for Britain and Israel 
to maintain good relations, despite this diffe- 
rence of opinion. It will not be helped by dia- 
missing the British as pro-Arab. 

In this, Ambasador Comay has shown emi- 
nent good sense. He has refused to be tempted 
to declare an emergency. Rather, he has trea- 
ted the current British attitude and complaints 
as something which is regrettable but which 
can be lived with. In the meantime, he con- 
tinues to work to persuade the British of the 
justice of Israel's actions and to develop Auglo- 
Israel relations in other spheres, more bene- 
ficlal to both sides,

ren were done to death on the spot. 
Over 40,000 survivora were imme- 
diately shipped to the gas chambers. 

To honour the dead the Polish 
state yesterday marked the anni- 
versary with a simple wreath-laying 
eeremony in the former Ghetto. The

‘Dr. Nahum Goldmann, president 
of the World Jewish Congress, said 


yesterday that 10,000 Rumanian’ 


Jewish children perished during 
World War Ii because American 
Jewry was too slow in raising ‘a 
few million dollars” to ransom them 
from the Germans. 


He was speaking at a symposium 
on the Holocaust, held by Yad 
‘Vashem at the Van Leer Institute 
in Jerusalem. The symposium also 
marked the 30th anniversary of the 
‘Warsaw Ghetto uprising. 


Dr. Goldmann said the Germans 
hadoffered to free the chiidren. in ex- 
rehange, for ther money::(President 
Roosevelt had approved the deal, 
he sald, but the American Jewish 
organizations who were supposed 
to raise the money took, too long.

US. inflation 
hits 6 per cent 


WASHINGTON (AP). — The U.S. 
Commerce Department yesterday re- 
ported the U.S. economy advanced 
at a rate of 14.3 per cent during the 
first quarter of the year, with infla- 
tion soaring at a rate of 6 per cent. 

The Department said the U.S. 
Gross National product rose $40.6 bil- 
lion from January through March to 
reach a seasonally adjusted annual 
rate of 1.235 trillion dollars. 

The rate of inflation of 6 per cent 
during the period was bad news for 
the economy. It was the biggest 
quarterly jump since the fourth 
quarter of 1970 when it was 6.3 per

EL AL SUED 
FOR SPOILED 
GOOSE LIVER 


TEL AVIV. — A ton of spoiled 
goose liver is the subject of a 
IL55,000 damages claim lodged in 
court yesterday against El Al and 
British European Airlines by the Is- 
rael Poultry Board. 

The Board claims it sent the 1971 
Christmas shipment of high-grade 
Hver by El AJ for fast delivery to 
Paris, but the load reached its des- 
tination three days late and was 
spoiled. 

In its defence, El Al says the 
plane was delayed by bad weather 
over Orly Airport, and had ‘to land 
in London, In London the company 
tried to find a carrier for the liver, 
but offer airlines also were unable 
to fly into Paris. 

El Al says it refrigerated the liver 
in London, and that it must have 
been ruined before it was put on 
the plane. 

The company finally got a BHA 
plane to fly the goods to Paris. 
BEA says in its defence that it had 
no Imowledge of the state of the 
liver, and brought it to Paris the 
day it received the load.
